By Rebecca Lipchitz 
Phillips Academy student with a repu- 
A for being polite and cooperative 
was accused last week of interfering 
with a TWA flight crew. 

Pedro Jereissati Ary, 17, a native of Brazil, 
was on TWA flight 709 to New York City last 
Saturday when he was asked to sit down, but 
allegedly refused. 

James Borghesani, press secretary for the 
Suffolk County District Attorney’s office, says 
Ary was looking in overhead compartments 
on the plane when the flight crew asked him 
to take his seat. Ary refused, Borghesani says. 

“He was looking in overhead bins and did- 
n’t sit down when he was told. That’s enough 
to have him arrested,” he says. 

Federal Aviation Administration regula- 
tions say all passengers on a flight must be 
seated with seat belts fastened before the 
plane can take off. 

The charge of interfering with a flight crew 
carries a maximum sentence of five years in 
jail, Borghesani says. 

PA officials declined to comment on the 
incident this week, calling it “a private mat- 
ter.” But reports this week say an administra-

State Sen. Susan Tucker, who suc- 
ceeded former senator John O’Brien, 
spent $75,128. 

State Rep. David Nangle, of Lowell, 
who represents a portion of Andover, 
spent less than half what Finegold did, 
at $47,188.

Sidewalk — supporters say 
Andover has put off sidewalk 
repairs year after year. 

Others, who believe they live on 
dangerous streets, say that 
Andover needs far more sidewalks 
than it has. 

But, in light of Finance Com- 
mittee member Joanne Marden’s 
cautionary comment that Andover 
could need an operating budget 
override of Proposition 24 to pay 
for everything the town seeks, can 
Andover afford it? Or will it put off 
sidewalk work again? 

Those are some of the many 
budgetary questions town officials 
— and residents — will need to ask 
themselves before the 2000 Town 
Meeting. 

The Department of Public 
Works has asked to include 12 pro- 
jects in this year’s Capital 
Improvement Plan for FY 2001-FY 
2005. 

Spending $600,000 to fix existing 
sidewalks, and another $965,000 to 
build new sidewalks on River and 
Andover streets are two of seven 
projects given the highest priority 
rating by this department.

Town Manager Buzz Stapczyns- 
ki has also submitted a prioritized 
list of $600,000 in sidewalks to be 
repaired during each of the next 
five years. 

Despite the operating-budget- 
override talk, several people still 
support these plans. 

DANA (Downtown Andover 
Neighborhood Association) _ still 
supports spending $600,000 a year 
to repair sidewalks, says member 
Harry Voorhees, of Maple Street. 
And Selectman Larry Larsen says 
he still wants to see 2000 be “the 
year of the sidewalk.” 

“Nothing ultimately has to be 
done about anything. If one adopts 
the attitude of let’s keep the status 
quo, one can status all the quo 
they can find,” says Larsen. 

“But it’s a little short-sighted, I 
think,” he says. “What happens 
with sidewalks is they create 
neighborhoods and a sense of com- 
munity.”

“We haven’t seen the final budget, 
we haven’t seen other articles that 
someone might come in with, but 
right now I'd say we should do it,” 
he says.

A teachable 
moment 


It’s an ironic and rather sad confluence 
of events: At a time when Andover, along 
with communities all across the country, 
join in promoting peace on earth and 
good will to men, several Andover High 
School students face multiple charges — 
including a civil rights violation — for 
burning a swastika in the grass on one of 
the school fields. 

Nobody, including the local police, 
thinks any of these young males are a 
serious threat to the safety of others. They 
aren't skinheads, or members of an area 
neo-Nazi chapter. They probably don’t 
hate anybody — certainly not with the 
kind of implacable evil that characterized 
the leaders who made that symbol infa- 
mous in the 1980s. 

It's much more likely that they just had 
too much time and energy on their hands, 
wanted to pull a prank, and did some- 
thing stupid, thinking they’d get every- 
body’s attention. 

Little kids are always trying to get the 
attention of adults. These are probably 
still little kids in big kids’ bodies. 

They certainly got everybody’s atten- 
tion. But they apparently forgot, or some- 
body forgot to remind them regularly, 
that these days there are some very clear 
limits on pranks and stupidity. 

Burn the school logo into the lawn, and 
you might face a day’s suspension and be 
required to landscape the area again, but 
most people would chalk it up to adoles- 
cent testosterone expressed in a relatively 
harmless way. 

Burn a swastika into the lawn, and 
now you're moving from petty vandalism 
to serious crime. 

If there is any good that can come out of 
this, it is that the event offers what some 
educators call a “teachable moment.” 

Chances are very good that these kids 
— indeed most kids — don’t really have a 
clue about why these symbols are so sig- 
nificant. Part of that may be because 
some of their elders toss around terms 
like “Nazi” and “fascist” carelessly, to 
describe things that don’t even come close 
to the tragedy of the Holocaust. 

But it may also be because they have 
never been adequately taught about the 
terror a swastika brought to millions. 

This is a chance to teach students that, 
just as we offer serious respect to a piece 
of colored cloth we call a flag, we need to

Good docs deliver more than information

Because every good columnist says 
up front what she’s writing about, I'll 
tell you now, this is a column about 
bad doctors. But I'm going to begin 
with a couple of good-doctor stories 
because there are, I feel sure, more 
good than bad doctors. 

(Feel free to write and say what you, 
our doctors, need from us.) 

First, a good-doctor story. Recently, 
I interviewed 31-year-old Angela with 
bone cancer. The day she was diag- 
nosed she was, of course, devastated. 
First good thing her doctor said was, 
“Don’t worry, we're going to take care 
of you.” Later, when she saw him for a 
second time, “He took my head in both 
of his hands and said, ‘Tm not going to 
let anything happen to you; you’re part 
of my family now.” 

You might argue that this doctor 
took quite a risk telling Angela she 
was going to make it. My doctor once 
told me after my second breast-cancer

again. Now I know he doesn’t know 


that, but still, I welcomed his thoughts. 
Anything positive is a light in the dark 
of cancer. 

Here’s another good-doctor story: 
When I was being wheeled into 
surgery for a mastectomy, I began to 
cry. “This isn’t fair,” I sniffled. “I’ve 
already had cancer.” And soon. 

My surgeon, Susan Troyan, who 
had stopped to check on me before the 
anesthesiologist started his work, 
began to echo what I said, “I know; this 
isn’t fair. It’s so hard.” And so on, all 
the time softly stroking my shoulder. It 
was wonderfully comforting. I knew I 
was with the right doctor. 

But not all doctors dare to touch, or 
to be human and care and even cry 
with us patients. 

My friend Harry (not his real name) 
has cancer of the head and neck. He 
talks about his cancer as being termi- 
nal, and we can see that, but he’s been 
in this battle four years now and he’s 
still walking around, having a life. 
He’s warm, spiritual, a supportive per- 
son and not at all bitter about the dis- 
ease that’s killing him. Recently, one of 
his doctors moved to another city and 
Harry somehow found another. When 
he and a supportive friend arrived in 
the new doctor’s office, the doc leaned 
up against the wall, took one look at 
Harry and his friend and said some- 
thing like, “I can’t do a thing for you. I 
don’t know why yourre here.” And so 
they left. 


You might wonder why Harry did- 
n’t have cross words with his new doc- 
tor. The answer is clear to anyone who 
has had a major illness: A person 
who’s fighting cancer carefully choos- 
es how he spends what little energy he 
has. 

My friend and fellow breast-cancer 
survivor June (not her real name) 
recently had a brain scan. She had a 
seizure a few years ago and is on med- 
ication to prevent further seizures. Her 
neurologist thought he’d seen a change 
in her face since he last saw her. He 
said he thought one side of her face 
was Sagging a bit. 

It took June several days to learn 
from her doctor that the scan was neg- 
ative. But during one phone call with 
her doctor, he said something like, “If 
you feel a tingling or loss of sensation 
in your right cheek, I want to know 
right away because we would have to 
move quickly.” 

Telling the story, June says, “Huh?” 
(Cancer survivors usually have a dark 
sense of humor.) 

To her “huh,” the doctor said the 
exact same thing again. “I'm slow on 
the uptake,” June said, explaining how 
the doctor got away without explain- 
ing. “So what does he think is wrong?” 
She walked around tortured for sever- 
al days. He didn’t answer her calls. 
Finally, June wondered, “Do I have to 
go to war to get an answer?”

Yes, often the patient who yells the loudest 
does get the answer sooner. 

“He called that night, after I’d talked with 
his nurse. And first, he can’t even get my 
name right. He said, ‘You called? You had 
some questions?’ 

“I said, ‘Yes, you frightened me.” Again, 
this doctor put her off with some vague lan- 
guage. “I asked him what he was looking for if 
my cheek began to tingle or lose sensation, 
and he said, ‘It could be any number of 30 

Great. Sometimes doctors treat us like hys- 
terics — they believe if they say what might 
or could happen, it will. My advice is: Treat us 
with dignity, treat us like the intelligent 
adults we are. We'll tell you if you’re going too 
fast for us, or if we aren’t understanding your 
explanation. You may see 30 brains a day but 
the brain in that scan is me, the only me I’ve 
got.

“He told me the doctor is worried about a 
possible brain tumor.” 

Finally, the real story is out. June may be 
shocked, or enraged, scared or whatever. But 
that is life; let her have her life. Tell her the 
truth so she can do what she needs to do. Now 
she understands what she might be dealing 
with. 

Here’s my latest bad-doctor story. Recently I 
went to a new dentist for some minor surgery 
in my mouth. No big deal, it turned out, but a 
bit unnerving, as any surgery is. 

This new dentist walked into the room and 
before introducing himself, he began to read 
my chart. Finally, he said hello. That was the 
first visit. At the second, for the surgery, he 
never introduced me to his assistant whose 
only words the whole hour and a half were, 
“Can’t you relax your face?” (Notice the 
accusatory voice.) 

Also, I had to ask the dentist for updates.

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“How are we doing?” I'd manage to get out of 
the wads of cotton and instruments in my 
mouth. It’s comforting to hear, “It’s going 
well,” or “We have about 30 minutes more of 
work,” or, “We’ve run into more work than I'd 
anticipated,” or whatever. 

I hope I don’t have to go back to that doctor. 
If I do, I'll confront him and tell him more 
about what I need. To him, I am only a mouth. 
Being a good doctor seems like a no-brainer. 
Patients want — need — to be treated as peo- 
ple. 

We want doctors who touch us, yes literally 
aren’t afraid to put their hands on our shoul- 
ders. We want doctors who share the news 
with us, even if it’s grim. We want to be in 
charge of our bodies. We will be better patients 
if we're treated with respect, if we understand 
what’s happening. 

We don’t want, “You have six months to 
live.” We can better hear, “It is very serious, 
and you might like to get your papers in 
order.” No doctor knows for sure how long we 
have to live. Yes, we want to know if the doctor 
thinks we don’t have long, but please be tact- 
ful. ; 

Healing guru Bernie Siegel, a surgeon who 
makes his living today giving hope to serious- 
ly ill people, believes that inadequate doctors 
who won't share information or who are gruff 
and in a hurry are letting their grief get in the 
way of compassion. He believes they act the 
way they do to place a shield between them- 
selves and their patients. He even suggests 
your doctor may need a hug today. Can you 
imagine? 

My oncologist, Roger Lange, shows me he 
cares about me and will, to the best of his abili- 
ty, keep me alive as long as he and I can. And 
in being human, in actually loving me, I 
believe, Roger is very human himself. By 
touching me, my surgeon, Susan Troyan, is 
working away at some of her grief at the suf- 
fering she sees every day. She is being human, 
compassionate. 

Doctors are human. We are too.

Top Mass 
teacher and 
native son 
weighs in 

on the issues

Andover’s list of friends in high 
places expanded this year, as native 
Stephen Gorrie was elected president 
of the Massachusetts Teachers Asso- 
ciation, the statewide teachers union. 

Gorrie, who was in Andover last 
week, says he hopes to pass legisla- 
tion during his term that would cre- 
ate a statewide mentoring program 
for new teachers, strengthen early 
childhood and all-day kindergarten 
programs, provide alternative educa- 
tion for students with behavioral 
problems, fund school building 
repair projects and lower class sizes. 

He, along with Massachusetts 
Teacher of the Year 2000 David 
Lussier, social studies teacher at 
Andover High School, hopes the state 
Board of Education will require that 
one seat on the board be held by a 
practicing Massachusetts teacher. 
The Board of Education now has no 
such member. 

Gorrie says having teachers 
involved in educational decisions 
that affect the state are the reason the 
MTA launched the “Ask a teacher” 
campaign, advertised on his lapel. 

He especially wants teachers 
involved in developing a system eval- 
uation for teachers that includes 
allowing teachers to evaluate the

teacher-certification tests, and pro- 
fessional development to help them 
improve and address issues. 

“The bottom line is, we want the 
best people in the classroom, but I’m 
steadfastly opposed to testing veteran 
teachers who are currently teaching 
in the system,” Gorrie says. 

Tom Meyers, president of the 
Andover Education Association, the 
local teachers union, agrees. 

“Testing alone doesn’t improve 
deficiencies. If areas need improve- 
ment, we need to find out what they 
are,” he says. 

Meyers says Andover’s teacher- 
evaluation system is ‘based on the 
‘procedure required by the Education 
Reform Act, in which a teacher who 
receives a poor evaluation has a year

to improve before being fired. 

Gorrie says the system won’t work 
without both components. 

“That’s a link people often miss. 
You can’t have a successful evalua- 
tion system without professional 
development to support it,” Gorrie 
says. 

He also says MCAS tests for stu- 
dents should be considered part of a 
larger picture. 

When the Education Reform Act 
called for testing to ensure that 
frameworks were aligned across the 
state, it also called for other ways to 
evaluate student performance. 

“First and foremost, striving to 
meet higher standards is a laudable 
goal. But assessments should be 
made. by multiple means,” Gorrie 


says. 

Meanwhile, MCAS results should 
be kept in perspective, as many 
towns are still struggling to align 
their curriculum. Many towns are far 
from meeting requirements this year, 
Gorrie says, which is no easy task 
since some of them are still changing. 

“These frameworks are still in a 
state of flux,” he says. 

Gorrie is the son of Martha and 
Everett Gorrie of Andover. He gradu- 
ated from Andover High School in 
1964, and earned a dual degree in 
social science and education from 
Northeastern University. 

He began his career as a fourth- 
and fifth-grade teacher in the Win- 
chester Public Schools, where he 
became friendly with George Greer,

Mental health

Joanne Taylor, an 
Andover resident who 


receives treatment at the 
Greater Lawrence Mental 
Health Center, was at one 
time treated for depression 
with Prozac. While it worked 
well for a while, it became 
less effective after two years. 

“I was never told that it 
could eventually stop work- 
ing,” she says. 

Taylor later discovered 
that such a phenomenon was 
a documented occurrence 
with the drug. After doing 
more research, she declined 
to begin treatments with a 
different anti-depressant, 
and has not suffered from 
depression since. 

She now studies travel 
and tourism at Bunker Hill 
Community College, and 
hopes to get a job helping dis- 
abled people make travel 
arrangements. 

“T hope my story will give 
hope to others who suffer 
from depression,” Taylor 
says. 

She is a member of the 
Lawrence Organizing Voices 
for Empowerment (LOVE), a 
local mental health con- 
sumer group that includes 
several Andover residents. 
LOVE worked with the 
GLMHC for more than seven 
years to negotiate an agree- 
ment that guarantees 
patients written and verbal 
consent before they are put 
on medication. 

Tuesday, one day after a 
major report from the Sur- 
geon General on the state of 
mental health services 
across the country, officials 
from Holy Family Hospital, 
which now_ runs the 
GLMHC, and LOVE representatives 
gathered Tuesday to sign the agree- 
ment. 

While much of the national report 
was devoted to insurance coverage 
for mental health treatment, LOVE 
members told stories of what led 
them to develop the agreement on 
informed consent about treatment. 

One Lawrence woman said she 
suffered an allergic reaction to med- 
ication she received from Holy Fam- 
ily, and had she been told the name 
of the medication she was given, she 
could have avoided the reaction. 

Lawrence resident Pennie Mot- 
tram said she knew she needed to 
switch medication, but had to get a 
second opinion in order to do it. 

The agreement goes “above and

beyond” legal requirements, by 
requiring doctors to discuss with the 
patient all the effects of the medica- 
tion they are prescribing, including 
its benefits and side effects, the rea- 
son it is being prescribed and the 
risks of abruptly discontinuing the 
medication. 

Jeffrey Foxx, MS., executive 
director of the GLMHC and director 
of behavioral health services at Holy 
Family, said the hospital supports 
the agreement, which is a reflection 
of their efforts to increase “con- 
sumer satisfaction” and to make 
sure patients needs are met. 

He praised members of the LOVE 
group for their commitment and per- 
sistence, noting that they have pur- 
sued the issue for more than seven

years. 

In improving the system, Foxx 
said “the hospital feels strongly that 
the consumer should be involved.” 

The hospital has tried to address 
the lack of communication cited by 
mental health “consumers” in sever- 
al ways, Foxx said. 

Holy Family is increasing alter- 
native medicine treatments like 
acupuncture or herb therapies, and 
provides several avenues for 
patients to express complaints or 
deal with problems, Foxx said. 

He said complaints from mental 
health consumers are the exception 
— a small number of incidents with- 
in hundreds of cases. 

“It's really a reflection of an 
imperfect system that needs to be 
monitored,” Foxx said, citing the 
hiring of Holly Humphries to handle 
quality control at the hospital. 

Taylor says the agreement is cru- 
cial for patients to get information 
they need to make decisions about 
their treatment, and such informa- 
tion should be available to any 
patient of any doctor, not just. con- 
sumers of mental health services. 

The Surgeon. General’s report 
says that while 20 percent of Ameri- 
cans suffer from some form of men- 
tal illness, only 15 percent of adults 
seek treatment in any given year. 

“While mental disorders may 
touch all Americans either directly 
or indirectly, all do not have equal 
access to treatment and service,” 
said Surgeon General Dr. David 
Satcher, according to a release from 
the U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services. 

Many people don’t seek treatment 
because of stigmas associated with 
mental disorders, financial con- 
straints or lack of a treatment in a 
local area, according to the report.

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Teacher contract extension tabled

School Committee members tabled a 
vote last week on whether to extend the 
teachers’ contract for another year with an 
addendum to the current contract. 

The vote was 3-1 to table the matter 
until all five members were present. Com- 
mittee member Tim McCarron opposed 
postponing the vote, and member Skip 
Eccles was not present. 

The details of the negotiated agreement 
will be available to the public after the 
committee takes a public vote on it. 

The contract extension includes a settle- 
ment of a grievance filed by the teachers’ 
union, the Andover Education Associa- 
tion. 

The current contract expires in August 
2000. If the addendum is passed, the con- 
tract would expire in August 2001. 

High school teachers had filed a griev- 
ance over the adoption of the A/B schedule 
this year, and negotiated a settlement as 
part of the contract extension. 

Part of the settlement includes a one- 
year hiring of monitors for the high school 
to allow teachers to perform other duties 
outside of class. 

Committee member Tina Girdwood 
says the other duties assigned to teachers 
would be decided upon by teachers and 
high-school administrators, and could 
include time to work on high school 
accreditation issues, or student support. 

“Because we’ve accomplished (reach- 
ing) this agreement, we feel we can sit 
down together and resolve other issues,” 
Girdwood says.

The new school building project i: 
expected to earn all its necessary per- 
mits from the town by the end of the 
year. 

But School Building Committee 
Chairman Mark Johnson says some 
details of the project still need to be 
résolved, including what kind of equip- 
ment will be put into playground 
spaces and whether the floors should 
be covered with tile or carpet. 

“There seem to be a lot of feelings 
about both sides of that issue,” John- 
son says. 

School Committee member Tina 
Girdwood, liaison to the School Build- 
ing Committee, says the pros and cons 
of carpet or tile were discussed at last 
week’s meeting. 

The committee agreed to leave the 
plan in a combination of carpet and 
tile, Girdwood says, but the type of car- 
pet used and the type of vacuum used is 
important. Certain types of carpet are 
easier to clean and more durable, she 
says. 

While there is a difference in price 
for tile or carpet, both choices would be 
within a range that would not greatly 
change estimated costs of the project, 
Johnson says. 

School Building Committee mem- 
bers expect the cost of construction to 
be to be $28,588,000, and to be requested 
as part of the article expected at Town 
Meeting this spring. The town has 


New schools nearing permit approvals 
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already approved $2.1 million for 
design and engineering costs. 

The project in total would cost 
$30,685,000 — 60 percent of which 
would be reimbursed by the state. The 
ultimate cost to the town would be 
$12,274,000. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals unani- 
mously approved a variance to allow 
the school to be built as high as 45 feet 
if necessary. The height restriction for 
that property without a variance is 40 
feet, Johnson says. But because a por- 
tion of the property will need to be 
regraded, the building may be higher 
than 40 feet, he says. 

The Conservation Commission has 
voted to approve the project, and is 
expected to issue an order of conditions 
this month. 

Eric Lee, a resident of High Plain 
Road whose home sits opposite the spot 
where an entrance to the school would 
be, says he is concerned about having 
an entrance or exit on such a curved 
section of road. 

“From the (site plan) it didn’t look 
like they really understood the curve of 
the road,” he says. 

But Lee felt some other concerns of 
neighbors were addressed. 

“The barrier of a 100-foot minimum 
will help neighbors have their priva- 
cy,” Lee says. 

Planning Board members are 
expected to vote on the issue this 
month.

“Many of the kids are pretty infuriated 
about what happened, and surprised I guess,” 
says Peterson. 

Peterson says he believes the fire “was 
really (set by) some kids who did a stupid 
thing and are sorry about it now.” 

Police arrested a 16-year-old male Friday, 
and a 17-year-old male Sunday, at the station. 
Both admitted their part in the incidents, 
says Peterson. Another 17-year-old male came 
to the station with his lawyer Monday, he 
says. 

After speaking with a 15-year-old and 16- 
year-old male Tuesday, police said they plan 
to summons those two into court as well. 

By state law, police can not release the 
names of people under the age of 17. The two 
17-year-old residents charged are Keith Jack- 
son, of 2 Teaberry Lane, arrested Sunday; and 
Paul Wysocki, of 57 Dufton Road, arrested 
Monday. 

“They said there was really no hate motive 
behind it. They were driving around and they 
decided to burn something,” says Peterson, of 
the group. “They talked about different sym- 
bols, and decided on the swastika. 

“Some were more active than others, but 
they were all there, part and parcel,” says 
Det. Sgt. Don Pattullo. “Not everyone held the 
gas can or lit the match, but they all con- 
tributed in their little ways.” 

Police say a male seen by witnesses wait- 


away will not face charges. 

“The van driver wanted nothing to do with 
it, and is not being charged. We talked with 
him at length,” says Pattullo. 

Police do not believe there is any type of 
neo-Nazi group in Andover, nor do they have 
any reason to believe the youths arrested are 
part of such a group, they say. 

“We should say how seriously the 
Andover Police Department takes such a 
civil-rights violation (including) anything to 
do with that type of graffiti, either racial or 
religious,” says Pattullo. 

“Tm sure in the back of their mind, they 
knew the symbol incited great emotion,” says 
Police Chief Brian Pattullo. “I think they 
were fully aware the symbol of a swastika 
leads to great anxiety for a number of people, 
and rightly so.”

phrase as the singers urged, “STOP THE 
HATE!” 

I was taking part in an annual event called 
Team Harmony VI. With me were several stu- 
dents from West Middle School, representing 
the WMS Student Government, and a WMS 
human-rights and disease-awareness group 
called Kids For Kids. 

Team Harmony is an enormous rally made 
up of thousands of young people from across 
New England committed to combating hatred. 
The event is the largest gathering of young 
people to fight hatred in the world. 

Several speakers motivated everyone pre- 
sent to take a stand against hate. Among the 
most moving of the speakers was Leonard 
Zakim, the events cofounder and regional 
director of the Anti Defamation League. 

“The only way to combat anti-Semitism, 
ethnic bigotry, homophobia, and violence,” 
Mr. Zakim stated, “is by personally becoming 
involved. If you don’t speak up when some- 
thing is wrong, and another person feels tar- 
geted by bias, we all slide into the same mud.”

History books for gift books

There’s a book that will help the 
history buff on your holiday gift list get 
a handle — in more ways than one — on 
the 20th century. 

“Century: 100 Years of Human 
Progress, Regression, Suffering and 
Hope” (Phaidon, $49.95) reviews the 
20th century with about 1,000 historic 
photos. 

And, it comes in a box with a handle. 

Conceived and edited by Bruce 
Bernard, former picture editor of 
London’s Sunday Times Magazine, 
“Century” features the newsmakers, 
the famous and the anonymous, of the 
past 100 years. 

Among them: FDR with his wife and 
son on Inauguration Day, 1933; coal 
miners and their families during the 
Pennsylvania strike (1902); the Beatles 
performing in a Liverpool club, with 
Pete Best on drums; (1961); Albert 
Einstein speaking to the New York 
press (1934); Amerasian children in an 
orphanage in Ho Chi Minh City, 
Vietnam (1982); O.J. Simpson at his 
murder trial (1994); and an anguished 
student at Denver’s Columbine High 
School after the massacre (1999). 

“Century” is one of several history 
books that would make fitting gifts at 
the end of a century - or even a 
millennium. 

In what year did Russia launch

Don’t put too much emphasis on 
getting a DVD-ROM drive.

Sure, you can hook it up to some TV 
sets, but unless it’s next to the 
computer, that could be a drag. 

Laptop computers 

They cost more, function for 
function, than desktops. And, except 
for those in the very high end, they 
make compromises in favor of weight. 
That said, check out Compaq models, 
IBM’s ThinkPad, and the Macintosh 
iBook, the best-selling portable 
computer in the U.S. retail market 
during October, according to PC Data. 
PRINTERS: Go for an inkjet. Lasers 
cost more and most of us can’t tell them 
apart performance-wise.

Office holiday etiquette: Do’s and don’ts 


DALLAS -— PRNewswire — Holidays 
can be difficult if you’re not sure how 
to manage office gift giving. Kim Zoller, 
business etiquette expert, suggests 
some dos and don’ts that will serve as 
guidelines for participating in the 
annual holiday traditions of any office. 
Zoller is president of Image Dynamics, 
a Dallas-based professional develop- 
ment firm specializing in business 
etiquette. 

Gift Giving among coworkers: 

¢ Gift giving among coworkers is 
acceptable as long as it’s done with 
discretion and in good taste. 

¢ If there is an office gift exchange 
with a limit on spending, do not spend 
much more, as it might embarrass the 
receiver. 

- If you are a new employee, find out 
what gift giving traditions § are 
practiced in your office. 

“When exchanging gifts with 
coworkers, it’s important not to openly 
leave anyone out. If you chose to give 
only a few individuals gifts, do it 
discretely, perhaps during after work 
hours or at lunch,” says Zoller. 

Gifts for the boss: 


* In general, employees do not give. 


gifts to their employers, but there is 
nothing wrong with doing so if the gift 
is neither too expensive nor too 
personal. Baked goods are always 
appropriate. Also, keep in mind it’s 


perfectly acceptable for coworkers to 
join together and buy a nice gift for the 
boss. (Coworkers can team up for gifts 
for fellow coworkers as well). 
Gifts for your assistant: 

¢ Gifts for your Administrative 
Assistant are expected. If you have 
worked together a short time, a smaller 
gift such as perfume or aftershave is 
appropriate. For longer working 
relationships, a more substantial gift is 
appropriate. 
Gifts for clients: 

¢ Be sure to first check your clients’ 
policy on receiving gifts. If there are no 
restrictions, select a personalized gift 
that is going to say “thank you.” Make 
sure that you do not give something 
that might embarrass your clients or 
make them feel obligated in any way. 

¢ Contributions to a charitable 
organization are appropriate corporate 
gifts, especially for companies that 
have a “no gift” policy. The amount 
should not be disclosed, just the fact 
that a donation has been made in their 
name. Be sure to choose a charity that 
will not be offensive to anyone. 


Most importantly, be sure your gifts 
suit the recipient: giving wine to a non- 
drinker is inappropriate, and giving a 
gym bag to someone who does not 
exercise does not reflect well, says 
Zoller.

for Testing and Materials (ASTM) 
approval to be sure toys meet national 
safety standards. 

¢ Consider carefully before giving 
BB, paint or pellet guns or air-powered 
rifles as gifts. They are classified as 
firearms and should not be considered 
toys. Darts, as well as bows and arrows, 
can also be dangerous. 

¢ Don’t forget that participating in 
sports such as_ basketball, baseball, 
football and hockey can cause serious 
eye injuries. If giving sports 
equipment, make sure to include the 
appropriate protective headgear such 
as helmets, facemasks or goggles with 
polycarbonate lenses. 

The seriousness of an eye injury 
may not be immediately obvious. When 


an injury does occur, it’s best to have 
an ophthalmologist examine the eye as 
soon as possible.
